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Ill— THE VERSIFICATION OF THE OLD ENGLISH 
POEM PHOENIX. 

The following investigation is based on the researches of 
Sievers, Paul-Braune's Beitrage, vols. X and XII. The text of 
the Phoenix used is that edited by Bright in his Anglo-Saxon 
Reader.
